night, the drafting committee of the 
republican national convention fin­ 
ally agreed upon the new Coolidge 
platform at 5:20 a. rn. today. 
On principles enunciated 
in 
the 
document, which is expected to be­ 
come the official party slogan upon 
formal adoption before adjournment 
this afternoon, the O. 0. P., with 
President Coolidge as its standard- 
bearer, will go before the voters at 
the November election. 
In the smoke-filled room 
of 
the 
Cleveland Hotel the 
planks 
were 
hewn one by one with many stormy 
struggles. Farm bloc representatives 
on the committee staged a long a t­ 
tack upon the agricultural relief pro­ 
vision, but just before dawn were 
compelled to accept what they des­ 
cribed as a “ lukewarm** compromise. 
Spirited clashes also were fought 
on the Ku Klux Klan 
and

court issues. 
The rest of the Cool­ 
idge proposals went 
through 
with 
only minor modifications. 
The first clash started when Gov­ 
ernor Blaine of WMsconsin read to the 
committee a set of resolutions 
de­

These resolutions 
were recently announced as LaFol- 
lette declarations. 
Delegate Adams
